4th. Persons bom of American .parents resid-

who recognizes any allegiance ur obligation of 
any desrciption to any foreign prince- potentate, 
or power* or whorehises to recognize the Feder- 
al or State constitutions [each within its sphere] 
as ptritniouut to all other laws, aj rules of po- 
litical action.
